In legislatures, there is truth 
in 
the old saying 
that 
many 
are called but few are chosen. 
W e are not speaking 
here of 
the legislators them selves, but 
of the proposed law s th ey must 
consider. 
For 
instance, 
betw een the 
opening of the session in Aus- 
tin on January 9 and February 
15, the Texas L egislature had 
534 bills introduced— 3 l l in the 
H ouse and 233 in the Senate. 
There is, of course, som e over­ 
lap in these bills, but not as 
much as m ight be expected. 
The realistic legislator— and 
the realistic citizen— know s very 
w ell that all of the bills are 
not intended to be made into 
laws. A great number are intro­ 
duced by legislators them selves 
sim ply 
to 
satisfy persevering 
constituents who are interested 
enough 
i n 
specific things to 
push their R epresentative and 
Senator into taking som e act­ 
ion. Such bills 
get only 
‘‘lip 
service” from their introducers 
and they die in droves in the 
legislative 
com m ittees. 
They 
are never voted upon. 
T herefore, a lot of people in 
Texas, who figure 
they have 
won a cause because their pet 
bills have been introduced in 
th e House and Senate are dobm- 
ed 
to 
have their fond hopes 
blasted. 
The only practical way to get 
a law passed or repealed is for 
you and people like you to keep 
pegging aw ay at your legisla­ 
tors until they know they must 
work actively on your projects 
if they w ant to keep your sup­ 
port and your votes. 
Only a chosen 
few 
of the 
hundreds of bill introduced in 
th is session in A ustin w ill ev­ 
er becom e laws. Among the good 
and bad bills already introduc­ 
ed are m any w hich w ill vitally 
affect state econom y, spending 
and taxation. 
Are you interested in any of 
th em . If you are, you had bet­ 
ter begin 
com m unicating w ith 
your legislators right now , aud 
keep on doing it. O therw ise, the 
th ings you are interested in w ill 
■probably not 
be 
am ong the 
♦•few that are chosen.”

When Glory Comes 
wrOT every Christian has an ex- J 
perience of glory in this life. 
But those who do, usually find that 
it conies only at rare intervals, 
when one is alone, after long and 
perhaps painful prayer. 
Sometimes it is an actual ex­ 
perience 
of 
something 
Ilk* 
great and blinding light; some­ 
times a hearing of voices as 
from another shore; sometimes 
a feeling of unutterable peace 
and joy such as nothing in this 
world can give. Whatever form 
it takes, the experience we are 
calling “ glory” is always con­ 
nected in the mind and heart 
with the felt presence of God. 
It may come in church or it 
may not; it may come on a 
river at sunset or some golden 
night beneath the stars. 
However 
it 
comes, 
one longs 
above all things for it to remain. 
And while it does remain, one 
wishes to hear no human voice.

When Service Calls 
X»UT the Christian life is not all 
glory, by any means. If the 
glory-side is spiritual, the service- 
side is m aterial. If the glory cannot 
be shared, the whole idea of service 
is sharing. For moments of glory 
there can be no date nor schedule, 
no predicted tim e and place, but 
acts of service m ust often be done 
by calendar and clock. 
Glory may not come to every 
one bvt service la the duty of 
all. Yet service* like glory, 
may come to us from without. 
At a time when one least ex­ 
pects it, one will be called on 
for a service one is scarce pre­ 
pared to give. 
Service calls us every day; wear­ 
iness and pain may at times bar us 
from glory, but only the last weari­ 
ness and the m ost disabling pain 
will disbar us from service. Glory 
may be for those far advanced in 
the spiritual life; 
service is for 
these too, but also for the be­ 
ginners.

The W eaving of Gold and Grey 
i^rOW the trouble is that glory 
and service seem to get in each 
other’s way. We actually feel like 
different persons, in glory and in 
service. 
Let us say on a morning in 
church, 
when the winter sun is 
streaming through the windows on 
the communion bread and wine, 
and in the silence the solemn words 
are heard once more: “This is my 
body, broken for you,” one may 
feel, in Miss Millay’s words. 
“This moment is the best the 
world can give, 
The tranquil blossom on the 
tortured stem .” 
But the next day, when one is

class of mischievous 
boys, or helping a neighbor fix a 
flat tire, or baby-sitting, or spad­
